American parliaments 
condemn Arizona 
migration law 


GENEVA (AFP) - The heads 
of eight Latin-American par¬ 
liaments on Wednesday 
signed a declaration con¬ 
demning the US state of Ari¬ 
zona's controversial 

immigration law, describing 
it as "racist and xenophobic." 

The declaration — signed 
by Mexico, Ecuador, 
Uruguay, Panama, Bolivia, 
Guatemala, Cuba and Chile - 
- was read to journalists by 
Mexico's Senate President 
Carlos Navarrete on the side¬ 
lines of the World Confer¬ 
ence of the Speakers of 
Parliaments. 

"We regret the racist and 
xenophobic nature of this law 
which goes against immigra¬ 
tion in general and illegal im¬ 
migrants in particular," said 
the declaration. 

The Arizona law, due to 
take effect on July 29, makes 
it a crime to be in the state, 
which borders Mexico, with¬ 
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out proper immigration pa¬ 
pers. 

It also requires local po¬ 
lice, who are not federal 
agents responsible for immi¬ 
gration matters, to determine 
if people are in the country 
legally. Many critics charge 
that will fuel ethnic profiling. 

The US government has 
filed a suit against Arizona in 
a bid to block the disputed 
law slammed by President 
Barack Obama's administra¬ 
tion as abusive and divisive. 

"It's an absurd law, which 
goes against the current 
times. Those who talk about 
defending globalisation, free 
markets and human liberties 
are criminalising migratory 
movements," said Ecuadoran 
representative Rolando Pan- 
chana. 

Black can walk 
on two million 
dollar bond 

CHICAGO (AFP) - Dis- 
graced media mogul Conrad 
Black can be released on an 
unsecured two million dollar 
bond as he appeals his 2007 
fraud conviction, a federal 
judge ruled. 

Black, 65, who was served 
more than two years of a six 
and a half year prison sen¬ 
tence, is appealing his con¬ 
viction for fraud on the basis 
of a Supreme Court ruling in 
his favor last month. 

Black once ran the world's 
third largest media empire 
with such titles as Britain's 
Daily Telegraph and the 
Chicago Sun-Times. 

Flamboyant in lifestyle 
and brutal in business, he 
once counted politicians and 
popstars among his entourage 
as he built up a towering 
newspaper empire. 

But he was forced to quit 
as head of the holding com¬ 
pany Hollinger when he was 
charged with siphoning off 
millions of dollars from the 
firm, notably when it began 
divesting its Canadian and 
US publications in 2000. 


Obama signs historic 
finance reform bill 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama 
Wednesday signed into law 
the most sweeping reform of 
the US finance industry since 
the 1930s, promising US tax¬ 
payers would no longer get 
the bill for Wall Street excess. 

The legislation, which 
some Republicans have 
pledged to repeal, introduces 
new consumer protections, 
checks the power of big 
banks and cracks down on 
deceptive practices by credit 
card firms. 

"Because of this law, the 
American people will never 
again be asked to foot the bill 
for Wall Street's mistakes. 
There will be no more tax- 
funded bailouts," Obama 
promised. 

Seeking to restore public 
confidence in his economic 
leadership as unemployment 
flirts with double digits, 
Obama said the bill would re¬ 
pair the fractures and abuses 
that produced the financial 
meltdown. 

"It was a crisis born of a 
failure of responsibility, from

certain comers of Wall Street 
to the halls of power in Wash¬ 
ington," said Obama, before 
adding the legacy-boosting 
law to his huge health care re¬ 
form passed earlier this year. 

"These reforms represent 
the strongest consumer finan¬ 
cial protections in history," 
Obama said, before signing 
the new law, passed by Con¬ 
gress last week. 

"These protections will be 


enforced by a new consumer 
watchdog with just one job: 
looking out for people — not 
big banks, not lenders, not in¬ 
vestment houses." 

The financial reform bill 
finally squeezed through 
Congress with just a handful 
of Republican votes, as the 
opposition party stuck with 
its policy of trying to block 
Obama's ambitious reform 
program at all costs.

Cautious optimism to prevail 


WAYACA - The unpre¬ 
dictable effects of the current 
worldwide economic crisis and 
natural disasters, such as the 
spontaneous volcanic eruption 
in Iceland, are constant re¬ 
minders that the industry re¬ 
mains fragile. Aruba Airport 
Authority N.V. (AAA) reports 
growth in both revenue gene¬ 
rating passengers (RGP) and 
flights for the second quarter 
of 2010 compared to the same 
period 2009 at Queen Beatrix 
International Airport. 

RGP figures for commer¬ 
cial passengers were up 2.2% 
and flights were up by 3.9% 
compared to the second quar¬ 
ter of 2009. Even though the 
traffic figures for the second 
quarter show signs of improve¬ 
ment, America’s high unem¬ 
ployment and weak housing 
market, Europe’s economic 
and currency challenges and 
uncertain government policies 
and measurements in 
Venezuela are all factors that 
make it clear that cautious op¬ 
timism should prevail. 

IATA, International Air 
Transport Association, revised 
the airline industry forecast for 
2010 from a -US$5.6 billion 
loss to an overall -US$2.8 bil¬ 
lion loss. IATA claims that in 
the short-term, airlines need to 
focus their efforts on nurturing 
the recovery by continuing to 
match capacity carefully to im¬ 
proving demand conditions. 

The North American mar¬ 
ket registered an overall 
growth of 5.1% compared to 
second quarter 2009. Delta, 
JetBlue and Continental added 
more frequencies and/or up¬ 
graded equipment during this 
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period showing capacity 
growth of 25.9%, 3.1% and 
2.1% respectively. The 
strength of the Canadian dollar 
manifested itself by growing 
the amount of RGP from 
Canada by 56%. 

Another market that conti¬ 
nues to show a positive in¬ 
crease was the Netherlands 
Antilles which grew by 12.6% 
compared to the second quar¬ 
ter of 2009. Tiara Air added 
more flights whilst Insel Air 
not only added flights but re¬ 
placed peak hour service with 
MD-80 aircraft between Aruba 
and Curacao. 

The European market 
showed a decline in RGP of - 
13.3% compared to the second 
quarter of 2009. The lack of 
weekly cruise turnaround, the 
start of the World Cup in South 
Africa, the weakening of the 
euro are probable contributors 
to the decline. The Dutch mar¬ 
ket experienced a slight growth 
in RGP of 2.0% compared to 
the same period in 2009. 

The Latin American Mar¬ 
ket, especially the Venezuelan 
market, continues to decline in 
RGP by -21% during the se¬ 
cond quarter of 2010. Unfortu¬ 
nately the continued changes 
in travel and currency policies 
determined by the Venezuelan 
government make travel ex¬ 
tremely challenging. To com¬ 
pensate there are opportunities 
for passenger traffic growth 
within countries in Latin Ame¬ 
rica, namely Brazil, Colombia, 
Argentina, Chile and Peru via 
Avianca’s hub in Bogota and 
Copa Airlines’s hub in 
Panama. 

“I can only continue to reit¬ 
erate the volatily of the airline 
industry and the maintenance 
of cautious optimism - the 
road to full recovery is ex¬ 
tremely bumpy and filled with 
unforeseen delays” said Peter 
Steinmetz, Managing Director 
AAA. “Retention and diversi¬ 
fication of our route network 
are pivotal. Airlines remain re¬ 
luctant to add capacity in order 
not to jeopardize their current 
profitability levels.”

Forecasters said the Virgin 
Islands, Puerto Rico, the Do¬ 
minican Republic, Haiti, east¬ 
ern Cuba, the southeastern 
Bahamas and Turks and 
Caicos can expect heavy 
rainfall and gusty winds dur¬ 
ing the next couple of days.

Panasonic debuts new rugged, 
’Bright-Lens' Cameras 



On Wednesday, Panasonic 
announced five new digital 
cameras. They're basically di¬ 
vided into three categories; 
super-zooms, rugged models 
and "bright lens" versions. 

Bright-lens has been used 
as a Sony marketing term, 
among others; the term gen¬ 
erally refers to a camera with 
a lens aperture that can open 
much larger than most point- 
and-shoots. The larger the di¬ 
ameter aperture, the more 
light can be directed through 
the lens to the image sensor. 

The Panasonic Lumix 
DMC-LX5 is a compact 
camera that can fit in your 
pocket; it offers 3.8x zoom 
via a 24-mm lens, but the 
most compelling part of the 
lens is its aperture; it can 
open to F/2—this means 
more light can be delivered to 
the image sensor. The more 
light you have to work with, 
the better your images will 
look. 


The LX5 is outfitted with 
a few other goodies; it has a 
hotshoe for flash accessories 
as well as a digital accessory 
port just below so you can 
purchase an additional elec¬ 
tronic viewfinder (originally 
created for the Panasonic 
GF1.) When recording high- 
definition video (720p30), 
users will have the option to 
use the AVCHD Lite codec 
which will result in better 
image quality than Motion 
JPEG codec, though it's less 
compatible with sites like 
YouTube and Facebook. The 
Panasonic Lumix LX5 will 
be available in white and 
black for $499.95. 

The Panasonic Lumix 
FX700 also offers a bright 
lens (F2.2), but it will cost 
only $399.95. This camera 
will use a smaller image sen¬ 
sor (1/1.63-inch vs 1/1.33- 
inch.) Like the LX5, this 
camera will do AVCHD Lite 
recordings, but will offer 


higher-definition 1080p3 0 
video. Panasonic also outfit¬ 
ted the FX700 will a touch¬ 
screen LCD. 

The Panasonic Lumix 
TS10, previously, Panasonic 
offered the rugged Lumix 
TS2 (which earned an Edi¬ 
tor's Choice rating at its 
$399.95 price tag. The TS10 
will be less rugged, but also 
less expensive, at $249.95. It 
will also be limited to depths 
of 10 feet of water versus the 
TS2, which can withstand up 
to 33 feet of water. The TS10 
also records HD video at 
720p30, but uses the Motion 
JPEG codec; the TS2 offers 
the option for AVCHD Lite. 

The last group of cameras 
are the super-zooms; the 
Panasonic Lumix DMC- 
FZ100 will be the new flag¬ 
ship offering 24X zoom. Its 
video recording will also aim 
to please; it will use the full 
AVCHD codec (not Lite) and 
at 1080i60, including stereo 
audio recording. (A micro¬ 
phone input will also be 
available.) It will also be 
speedy; it can pump out 5 
frames per second at full res¬ 
olution (14-megapixels) in 
burst mode while also offer¬ 
ing continuous auto-focus. 
The FZ100 can also deliver 
60 FPS, but at 3-megapixels 
only. The camera will use an 
articulating LCD and be 
priced at $499.95. For a hun¬ 
dred dollars less, Panasonic 
will offer another 24X zoom 
camera, the Panasonic Lumix 
FZ40; it looks similar though 
it drops the speed, the articu¬ 
lating LCD and does AVCHD 
Lite recordings.

4 New Twists on Lime 


The world really does look 
gray to depressed people, at 
least on a subconscious level, 
new research suggests. 

Vision test 

The research team had 40 
patients with major depres¬ 
sion and 40 healthy individu¬ 
als view a sequence of five 
black-and-white checker¬ 
boards of different contrasts. 
Each checkerboard flickered 
(with a black square turning 
white and white turning 
black) 12 times per second on 
a computer screen. 

Meanwhile, the re¬ 
searchers used an objective 
measure called the pattern 
electroretinogram, which is 
similar to an electrocardio¬ 
gram (ECG) of the retina of 
the eye. The retina ECG 
shows the response of neu¬ 
rons inside the retinal cells. 

That’s not conscious vision, 
it’s much earlier than you 
conscioulsy perceive some¬ 
thing, within milliseconds,” 
said lead researcher Dr. 
Ludger Tebartz van Elst. 

The depressed patients 
had dramatically lower reti¬ 
nal responses to the varying 
black-and-white contrasts 
than healthy individuals. The 
results held regardless of 
whether patients were taking 


antidepressants. 

How the depressed eye 
works 

While the researchers 
aren't sure exactly why de¬ 
pressed people might sort of 
’’see the world as gray,” they 
have a strong hypothesis. 
Here's how they figure it 
works: Contrast vision relies 
on so-called amacrine cells 
within the retina, which hori¬ 
zontally connect the retina's 
neurons called ganglion cells 
with each other. These cells 
rely on dopamine, a sub¬ 
stance known to be important 
for drive and attention - when 
lacking, two main symptoms 
of depression. 

”We think the retina is 
some sort of outpost marker 
of the integrity of the 
dopaminergic system in the 
whole brain,” van Elst said. 
So the dopamine is linked 
with both the vision and the 
depression. 

The finding has plenty of 
practical implications, van 
Elst said, including acting as 
an indicator of whether anti¬ 
depression drugs are work¬ 
ing. In addition, the test could 
provide an objective measure 
of depression, as clinical tests 
are not always reliable.

Let stand 
for a few minutes, remove, 
wipe the microwave with a 
soapy rag, then wipe again 
with a clean wet rag, and 
you’re done. 

Skin Brightener 
Remove dry skin patches 
on your body with this scrub: 

Mix 3 tablespoons orange 
massage oil, 1 tablespoon 
agave nectar, freshly 
squeezed juice from half a 
lime, and 2 tablespoons sea 
salt in a bowl. Massage the 
mixture all over your body 
using a circular motion, rinse, 
and pat dry. The lime juice’s 
vitamin C rejuvenates skin, 
while its acids and the salt 
slough off dead skin cells. 
Disease Fighter 
Add a squeeze of lime 
juice to a cup of green tea for 
a supercharged health drink. 
The vitamin C in citrus juice 
allows more of the tea’s cate- 
chins—antioxidants that are 
believed to fight heart dis¬ 
ease, stroke, and cancer—to 
be absorbed during digestion, 
a Purdue University study 
suggests.

The American Academy of 
Orthopaedic Surgeons says 
warning signs of hand 
arthritis may include: 

Pain in the hands and fin¬ 
gers, especially after firmly 
holding an object for a long 
period. 

Stiffness and pain that are 
more noticeable in the 
morning. 

Swollen or disfigured joints. 
A feeling of warmth in the 
joints.

"loose.”

Home to the oldest surviving 
home in Aruba, it is the oldest 
town on that island and former 
capital. It was where the Dutch 
first settled after they recap¬ 


tured it in 1816. It is said that 
Savaneta name became during 
the Spanish colonization in 
1840. Savaneta means Sabana 
chikito (small savannah). 

Heading east to San Nicolas 
you will encounter Cura 
Cabai located along the west 
coast of the island. 

Driving further you will 
find Aruba's second largest 
city, San Nicolas, with the ma¬ 
jority of residents originally 
hailing from the British 
Caribbean. The development 
of the city is undeniably linked 
to the oil refinery, the presence 
of which often stands in sharp 
contrast to the modest houses 
of the area and the picturesque 
beach spots

NEW YORK (AFP) - A rob¬ 
ber in New York came up with 
a disarming way to pull off his 
latest bank heist, approaching 
the teller's window with a large 
bouquet of flowers and hand¬ 
ing over a hold-up note, New 
York media reported recently. 

Police told The New York 
Post they were examining a 
large bunch of blooms — yel¬ 


low chrysanthemums, orange 
and red daisies, and gladiola 
buds, among others flowers — 
used by the man in the robbery 
last week. 

A security camera photo 
published by the daily showed 
the suspect standing at the 
teller's window holding the 
bouquet while handing over 
the note, which reportedly 


read: "Give me all your hun¬ 
dreds, fifties, don't be a hero." 

The Post, which said the 
man fled the scene after the 
teller handed over 440 dollars, 
reported that it was the second 
known bank heist by the sus¬ 
pect, who last week robbed a 
different New York bank 
armed with a potted house- 
plant.

IMF: Eurozone risks threaten nascent recovery 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
eurozone's fiscal crises "threa¬ 
ten" the area's nascent eco¬ 
nomic recovery and could lead 
to persistent unemployment 
and dampen investment flows, 
the IMF warned yesterday. 

The recovery, driven 
mainly by external demand, "is 
likely to be slowed in the near 
term by market tensions re¬ 
lated to sovereign risks," the 
International Monetary Fund 
said in a report. 

"Over the medium term, the 
need for fiscal consolidation 
and structural rigidities will 
weigh on it, leading to persis¬ 
tent unemployment and sub¬ 
dued investment," the Wa¬ 
shington-based fund said after 


annual consultations with the 
16 member economies of the 
eurozone area. 

The IMF warning came 
ahead of European banking 
sector "stress test" results — 
due to be published tomorrow 
— designed to assess the capa¬ 
city of 91 European lenders to 
withstand economic or finan¬ 
cial crises. 

Although the markets took 
a "favorable view" of the stress 
tests, "some uncertainty re¬ 
garding the stringency of the 
tests is likely to remain," the 
fund said, calling for more 
transparency and an expansion 
of these assessments. 

It wanted "a more detailed 
disclosure" of outcomes to¬ 


gether with remedial actions 
by weak institutions to miti¬ 
gate capital shortfalls, and 
called for "broadening the 
transparent use of stress tests 
beyond the largest institu¬ 
tions." 

The markets have turned 
their attention to the health of 
banks after an explosion of 
public deficits and debts in the 
16-nation eurozone weakened 
the single currency. 

The debt drama forced Eu¬ 
ropean governments to bail out 
Greece and set up a 750-bil- 
lion-euro (957-billion-dollar) 
safety net with the IMF for 
other countries to tap into if 
they get in trouble. 

The IMF said the deprecia¬ 


tion of the euro was "now 
broadly consistent with funda¬ 
mentals" and would provide 
some relief, especially in the 
area's export competitiveness. 

But it warned that the so¬ 
vereign crisis "has created sig¬ 
nificant downside risks," 
saying "further market disrup¬ 
tions cannot be ruled out." 

"Since its onset, spillovers 
to the banking system have in¬ 
creased market and credit risk, 
and could fuel the adverse 
feedback loop between the 
banking system and public fi¬ 
nances," the IMF said. 

It also raised the specter of 
"competitiveness problems 
and private debt overhang" 
that it said also loomed large in 


some member countries. 

"Immediate action is nee¬ 
ded to establish fiscal sustain¬ 
ability. Credible fiscal adjust¬ 
ment must be at the core of the 
response," the fund advised eu¬ 
rozone nations."Countries fac¬ 
ing market pressures have no 
option but to adjust forcefully 
and meet their eficit targets." 

The IMF said the crisis was 
“a wake-up call" for the euro 
area, putting the spotlight on 
the "deficiency of area-wide 
mechanisms in disciplining fis¬ 
cal and structural policies. 

“Despite a strong and far- 
reaching eurozone policy re¬ 
sponse to the crisis, "market 
confidence will take time to re¬ 
store," it said.

Peru archaeologists find pre 
Inca remains 


LIMA, Peru (AFP) - Peru¬ 
vian archaeologists have 
found remains from a person 
believed to be a leader of a 
key pre-Inca civilization that 
is more than 1,200 years old, 
one of the researchers said. 

Carlos Elera told AFP the 
remains from the northern re¬ 
gion of Lambayeque are from 
what some call the Sican cul¬ 
ture that flourished in the area 
between around 700 and 
1375 AD. 

He said among the re¬ 
mains found two weeks ago 
in the archaeological com¬ 
plex Las Ventanas is a type of 
sarcophagus for an adult with 
a headdress and a feathered 
eye mask, which are '’charac¬ 
teristic of the nobles of the 
Sican culture." 

The researcher also said 
that objects found included a 
ceremonial knife, ceramics, 
textiles with copper plates. 

Elera reported that since 
April when the research 
began at Las Ventanas, the re¬ 
mains of about 20 people 
have been found in good con¬ 
dition. 

Among them were remains 
of a child of three to four years 
old believed to be from be¬ 
tween 1100 and 1150 AD. 

Sican culture emerged 
around the years 700-750 AD 
and remained in force until 
1375, recording its apogee 
stage between 900 and 1100. 

Researchers believe the

Tycho's Supernova, a remnant of a 
star explosion 



Nasa has produced an image 
showing Tycho's Supernova. 
The red circle visible in the 
upper left part of the image, 
called SN 1572 is a remnant of 
a star explosion and named 
after the astronomer Tycho 
Brahe, although he was not the 
only person to observe and 
record the supernova. 

When the supernova first 
appeared in November 1572, it 
was as bright as Venus and 
could be seen in the daytime. 

Over the next two years, 
the supernova dimmed until it 
could no longer be seen with 
the naked eye. When the star 
exploded, it sent out a blast 
wave into the surrounding ma¬ 
terial, scooping up interstellar 
dust and gas as it went, like a 
snow plow. 

An expanding shock wave 
travelled into the surroundings 
and a reverse shock was driven 
back in towards the remnants 
of the star. Top right Nasa 
recorded a star-forming nebula 


of dust and gas, called SI 75. 

This cloud of material is 
about 3,500 light-years away 
and 35 light-years across. It is 


heated by radiation from the 
young, hot stars within it, and 
the dust within the cloud radi¬ 
ates infrared light.

PAU (AFP) - Andy Schleck is 
planning to launch wave after 
wave of attack on Tour de 
France rival Alberto Conta- 
dor in a bid to take back the 
yellow jersey on the leg¬ 
endary Col du Tourmalet 
today. 

And the Luxemburger, 
who lost the race lead to Con- 
tador on Monday following 
an untimely mechanical 
problem, is even prepared to 
risk his podium chances if it 
means going one better than 
his runner-up place to Conta- 
dor in 2009. 

Going into the final day of 
climbing on Thursday's tough 
stage 17, Schleck has an 
eight-second deficit to Conta- 
dor, the two-time winner who 
rides for Astana. 

Although Saturday's pen¬ 
ultimate stage time-trial over 
52km will also play a decid¬ 
ing role, Saxo Bank climber 
Schleck knows that time is 
not on his side. 

Contador is usually far 
stronger than Schleck in the 
race against the clock, leav¬ 
ing the Luxemburger with the 
job of finishing Thursday's 
174km stage, which finishes 
with an 18.6km slog to the 
summit of Tourmalet, with 
Contador at least a minute in 


arrears. 

Any less, and Schleck said 
his chances would look slim. 

"I'm sure I can do a good 
time-trial, but I won't beat Al¬ 
berto in that domain," 
Schleck told reporters on 
Wednesday's rest day at his 
hotel, where Contador also 
happens to be staying. 

"What's sure is I have to 
have the yellow jersey before 
the time-trial if I want to win 
in Paris. With one minute 
(advantage) I'd be happy, 
though of course I'd prefer to 
have two minutes. 

"But I think the guy who 
has the yellow jersey tomor¬ 
row (Thursday) will have it 
in Paris." 

Contador spent his first 
day in the yellow jersey this 
year on the 16th stage to Pau, 
where he and Schleck, who 
fell out after Monday's stage, 
shook hands and appeared to 
agree on a pact of non-ag¬ 
gression. 

It did not help, either, that 
the stage did not finish on a 
summit — the favoured ter¬ 
rain for both riders. 

But stage 17 will be differ¬ 
ent. It features the Col du 
Marie-Blanque and the Col 
du Soulor, both of which are 
category one climbs, before 


the long slog to the uncate¬ 
gorised Tourmalet. 

Contador said on Wednes¬ 
day: "It's a really tough stage, 
and I'm sure there will be sig¬ 
nificant time gaps." 

Miyazato eyes 
back-to-back 
Evian wins 

EVIAN-LES-BAIN (AFP) - 
Ai Miyazato will be looking 
to hammer home her new 
world number one ranking 
with a successful defense of 
her Evian Masters title start¬ 
ing here today. 

The Japanese golfer won 
her first LPGA title at Evian 
last year - she has since added 
four more on the LPGA Tour. 

She faces a challenge from 
a strong field including newly- 
crowned US Women's Open 
champion Paula Creamer, who 
won the title here as a rookie 
five years ago. 

Now, the American has set 
her sights on collecting her 
second title on one of her 
favourite venues on the 
LPGA Tour. 

Creamer, the world No.7, 
faces a stiff challenge this 
week from a field headed by 
Miyazato. 

American Cristie Kerr, who 
was last week's world number 
one, is another big threat. One 
of the most experienced play¬ 
ers on Tour, she won her sec¬ 
ond major at last month's 
LPGA Championship. 

The youngest player in the 
elite field is American 15- 
year-old, Alexis Thompson. 

The Florida youngster, 
who had a top ten at the US 
Women's Open, turned pro¬ 
fessional last month. 


CARDIFF (AFP) - Champi¬ 
ons League matches next sea¬ 
son will feature two extra 
assistant referees after the ex¬ 
periment was approved by 
Wednesday's meeting of the 
International Football Asso¬ 
ciation Board (IFAB). 

The additional assistant 
referees system was used in 
the Europa League last sea¬ 
son and has now been 
brought into Europe's elite 
club competition, as well as a 
handful of other competitions 
around the world. 

Referees will be assisted 
by two linesmen and two fur¬ 
ther officials in each penalty 
area. 

The decision was ratified 
at a meeting of the technical 
sub-committee of football’s 
rule-makers in Cardiff, where 
it was also confirmed the 
issue of goal-line technology 
would be discussed in Octo¬ 
ber. 

IFAB, which comprises 
representatives from world 
football's governing body 
FIFA and England, Scotland, 
Northern Ireland and Wales, 
had previously rejected the 
idea of introducing goal-line 
technology on the grounds of 
cost. 

But calls for its introduc¬ 


tion grew louder after Eng¬ 
land's Frank Lampard was 
denied what should have 
been an equaliser in the 
World Cup second round 
clash with Germany when his 
shot rebounded off the under¬ 
side of the crossbar and 
dropped over the line. 

The 'goal' went unseen by 
the match officials and was 
not given, denying England 
an equaliser in a match they 
eventually lost 4-1. 

The issue was never on the 
agenda for Wednesday and a 
statement from FIFA con¬ 
firmed a date had been set for 
discussions. 

"FIFA and the technical 
sub-committee confirmed 
that goal-line technology will 
be on the agenda of the next 
annual business meeting of 
the IFAB in October 2010," 
the statement read. 

With support for goal-line 
technology unlikely to dwin¬ 
dle before that meeting, FIFA 
will come under pressure to 
give a green-light to the idea. 

FIFA secretary general 
Jerome Valcke acknowledged 
the debate and said there 
would be an "open discus¬ 
sion" on all possible means of 
assisting referees at the Octo¬ 
ber meeting.

At last! 

Howard heads 
to Miami Heat 



MIAMI (AFP) - Juwan 
Howard joined the Miami 
Heat on Tuesday, 14 years 
after his first multi-million- 
dollar move to the club was 
revoked because it pushed 
the club over salary cap lim¬ 
its. 

"We feel that Juwan's abil¬ 
ity to play both the four and 
five spot will be complimen¬ 
tary to what we have put to¬ 
gether,” said Heat president 
Pat Riley, who has already 
pulled off the coup of the 
summer by signing free agent 
stars Dwyane Wade, LeBron 
James and Chris Bosh. 

Since putting together the 
trio, Riley has patiently been 
building their supporting 
cast. 

In 3 7-year-old Howard, 
Riley adds a player he 
thought he had landed back 
in 1996, when Howard 
signed a seven-year, 100 mil- 
lion-dollar deal with the club. 

The league voided that 
deal, and this time around the 
Heat get Howard for the 
league mandated veteran's 
minimum salary. 

Howard agreed to the deal 
last week, and said he is de¬ 


lighted to get to Miami at 
last. 

"I'm looking forward to 
working hard this upcoming 
season and contributing in 
any way I can,” Howard said 
in a statement distributed by 
the Heat. 

In 1996 Riley intended 
Howard to play alongside 
Alonzo Mourning, who re¬ 
ceived a 112 million-dollar 
deal from Miami in that same 
off-season. 

Now Howard will play 
alongside Wade, James and 
Bosh, and Mourning is a club 
executive. 

"It's kind of ironic,” Wade 
said. "It's sweet. I'm happy 
for him... We're getting a lot 
of experience. It's about the 
right fit and I think he can 
have that fit.” 

Howard will be playing 
for his ninth NBA team in his 
17th NBA season. 

He played in 73 games for 
Portland last season and aver¬ 
aged 6.0 points. 

Among active players, he 
ranks fourth in games 
(1,116), 15th in points 
(15,957) and 10th in re¬ 
bounds (7,251). 


Americans hope to break the 
bank in Monte Carlo 


MONACO (AFP) - The Dia¬ 
mond League moves on to 
Monaco on Thursday and, 
with Jamaican sprinters 
Usain Bolt and Asafa Powell 
taking a break, it is the Amer¬ 
icans who look likeliest to 
light up the national stadium. 

Tyson Gay will provide 
the main focus of the night as 
he attempts to follow his 
100m win over Asafa Powell 
in Gateshead earlier this 
month, with another good 
performance in the 200m. 

His first track 200 came a 
week before that at the Pre- 
fontaine Classic in Eugene 
where he was beaten by fel¬ 
low American Walter Dix. 

"I got through it and opened 
my season in 19.76sec,” he 
told the IAAF website. ”1 
didn’t know what to expect fit¬ 
ness wise so the time was a 
good start for me but I still got 
beat by Walter Dix. 

”1 am lacking a bit in train¬ 
ing to be 100 percent. My ob¬ 
jective is run quicker than the 
19.76 I made on my return.” 

His chances of posting a 
quicker time have been re¬ 
duced by the absence of Dix 
who withdrew from the meet¬ 
ing because, say the organis¬ 
ers, he was unhappy with the 
money he was to receive. 

There will be considerable 
interest also in the men's 
110m hurdles where another 
American David Oliver is ex¬ 
pected to take a tilt at the 
world record. 

Since the start of the sea¬ 
son, he has brought down his 
own personal best from 12.95 
seconds to 12.89 and he 
clearly has Cuban Dayron 
Robles' world record of 12.87 
in his sights. 

"You don't wake up one 
morning and say you are

record,” said the 28-year-old 
former American footballer.

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Report: Tiger Woods’ 
endorsements down 
22 million dlrs

NEW YORK (AFP) - Tiger 
Woods' estimated endorse¬ 
ments for 2010 are worth 22 
million dollars less than in 
2009, Sports Illustrated re¬ 
ported in its yearly analysis 
of the top-earning US sports 
figures. 

Woods is still number one 
on the list, as he has been for 
the rankings' seven years. 

But his estimated total 
earnings of more than 90 mil¬ 
lion dollars are down 30 per¬ 
cent from nearly 128 million 
dollars two years ago. 

Golfer Phil Mickelson is 
again second with total earn¬ 
ings of more than 61 million 
dollars. 

His estimated endorse¬ 
ment income is 52 million 
dollars, still lagging behind 
the 70 million dollars for 
Woods. 

Swiss tennis star Roger 
Federer topped the separate 
list of international sports fig¬ 
ures, dethroning English 
footballer David Beckham 
with nearly 62 million dollars 
total earnings by Sports Illus- 
trated's reckoning. 

Beckham fell to number 


three on the list, behind 
Argentinian footballer 
and reigning FIFA 
World Player of the 
Year Lionel Messi. 

On the US list, boxer 
Floyd Mayweather jnr 
was third, followed by 
NBA star LeBron James 
and baseball player 
Alex Rodriguez. 

Then come the 
NBA's Shaquille O'Neal 
and Kobe Bryant, base¬ 
ball's Derek Jeter, NFL 
quarterback Peyton 
Manning and the NBA's 
Dwyane Wade to round out 
the top 10. 

The Sports Illustrated re¬ 
port comes a day after Harri¬ 
son Interactive reported 
Woods had dropped into a tie 
with Bryant as the favorite 
American sports star. 

Woods had held the posi¬ 
tion alone since 2006, but the 
Lakers guard moved up from 
fourth last year to grab a 
share of the top spot in the 
survey of 2,227 adults. 

Woods hasn't won in 
seven tournaments this year, 
all since a sex scandal that 
erupted last November sent 
his iconic reputation crash¬ 
ing. 

His inability to claim one 
of the first three majors of the 
year on courses where he has 
triumphed in the past - the 
Masters at Augusta, the US 
Open at Pebble Beach and 
the British Open at St. An¬ 
drews - has raised serious 
questions as to whether 14- 
time major champion Woods 
will be able to surpass Jack 
Nicklaus' record of 18 major 
titles. 


Kovalchuk 
contract flouts 
salary cap 

NEWARK (AFP) - The NHL 
rejected the New Jersey Dev¬ 
ils' 17-year, 102 million-dol- 
lar contract with Russian Ilya 
Kovalchuk Wednesday, with 
deputy commissioner Bill 
Daly saying it flouted salary 
cap rules. 

Daly said Wednesday in a 
statement posted on the 
league website that the rejec¬ 
tion of the contract sets up the 
possibility of several scenar¬ 
ios depending on how the 
players association, player 
and club decide to proceed. 

In the meantime, he said 
"the player is not entitled to 
play under the contract." 

The players' association 
can file a grievance on behalf 
of Kovalchuk. 

The deal would remain 
voided if no grievance is filed 
or if an arbitrator agrees that 
the contract is illegal. 

Kovalchuk had been all 
smiles on Tuesday at the press 
conference to announce the 
longest deal in NHL history. 

But already by Tuesday 
night media reports said the 
NHL would reject the pro¬ 
posal under which he would 
have earned just seven mil¬ 
lion dollars over the final 
seven years of the contract 
compared to 95 million dol¬ 
lars over the first decade. 

The low salary at the end 
was implemented to lower 
the team's hit against the 
salary cap as 27-year-old Ko¬ 
valchuk would be making 
just 550,000 dollars in each 
of the last five seasons. 

The NHL wants to elimi¬ 
nate this kind of "retirement 
contract". While several have 
stood, they opted to challenge 
this one. 

"There is nothing that we 
have done wrong," Devil’s 
Manager Lou Lamoriello 
said Tuesday. "This is within 
the rules. This is in the CBA 
(collective bargaining agree¬ 
ment). There are precedents 
that have been set. 

"But I would agree we 
shouldn't have these. I'm also 
saying that because it's legal 
and this is something that 
ownership felt comfortable 
doing for the right reasons." 

The former first overall 
entry draft pick (2001) ended 
last season with the Devils 
after being traded by the At¬ 
lanta Thrashers. 

Kovalchuk is one of the 
NHL's top dynamic players 
but also one of the most head¬ 
strong and temperamental.

Real, Bayern back Benzema 
and Ribery 


PARIS (AFP) - French inter¬ 
nationals Franck Ribery and 
Karim Benzema received the 
full support of their clubs 
Bayern Munich and Real 
Madrid on Wednesday, de¬ 
spite the pair being placed 
under formal judicial investi¬ 
gation on allegations of sex 
with an under-age prostitute. 

The two players were put 
under investigation by a Paris 
magistrate on Tuesday on 
charges of having "solicited 
an under-age prostitute". 

After seven hours of ques¬ 
tioning by a vice squad, both 
men were charged and then 
released over alleged rela¬ 
tions with the same teenage 
call girl. 

Real's director general Jorge 
Valdano told Spanish media 
that the club was fully behind 
the 22-year-old Benzema. 

"He (Benzema) believes he 
is innocent and we are relaxed 


and backing the player until 
the end because we believe in 
his innocence," said Valdano. 

Benzema, failed to make 
France's World Cup squad 
after a difficult first season in 
Madrid following his move 
from Lyon last summer. 

Ribery, 27, was also given 
the total support of German 
league and cup winners Bayern. 

"We are convinced that 
now he has confessed, the af¬ 
fair is buried," said director 
general Christian Nerlinger. 

The magistrate's indict¬ 
ment is the first stage of a ju¬ 
dicial investigation that could 
lead to a trial and, if con¬ 
victed, Ribery and Benzema 
face three years in jail and a 
fine of 45,000 euros (58,000 
dollars). 

The age of sexual consent 
in France is 15 but it is illegal 
to have sex with a prostitute 
under the age of 18.
